Ut- 
Gt in Mercy them that are baniſhed foz the Te- 
ſtimony of thy Truth , Gather thy diſperſed to- 
gether, and reſtoze the outcaſts of thy People ; 
and in thy god time bzing them home to wo2- 
ſhip thc in their own Land : And whatſoever 
ihey have loſt for thy ſake, return it ts them, 
acco2ding to thy gracious pzomile, in the mani- 
fold 2Bleſsings of chis and of a better Life : 
Deliver Þſrael, O God, out of all his Trou- 
bles. And we beſech the ts Enlighten all 
thoſe who are in Darkneſs and Errour, and 
to give them Repenftance to the Acknows- 
ledgment of the Truth. Lhat all the ends of 
the Earth may remember themſelves, and be 
tnrned unts the Lozd: And we may all be- 
come one Flock, under the Gzeat Shepherd 
and 2Bifhop of our Souls, Jeſus Chzilt, our 
Blelled Daviour and Redeemer. Amen. 
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
